Preparations of the Custom-Fiouse Officials

Collector Clark and his assistants yesterday 

discussed several plans for handling at the 


| World's Fair grounds all the goods that will 


be imported as exhibits, No definite action 
was taken. 

Mr. Clark says that the work of entering all 
the exhibits on the Custom-House books and 
keeping track of all the goods will be a tre- 
mendous undertaking and that 300 Custom- 
House officers, inspectors, appraisers, and 
storekeepers will be requiréd. The exhib- 
its will be entered under the same 
tariff rules that now, prevail, but free entry 
will be given to all goods that are to be used 
for exhibition purposes solely and not sold. 
If sold theduty will have to be paid, and 
hence it will require considerable watching 
‘to see that goods are not sold without the 
duty having been paid. 

The government is disposed to place the 
most liberal construction possible on the 
law,” said the Collector, so as to cause the 
least interference with exhibiters. The work 
sso great, however, that we cannot hope to 
escape all friction, but the best plans which 
experience dictates will be adopted.”’ 


PROGRESS OF WORK UN BUILDINGS 


Changes Made in the Government Baild- 
ing Plans—The Fine Arts Palace. 

The detailed or building plans for the Fine 
Arts Palace to be erected in the improved por- 
tion of Jackson Park will be perfected in two 
or three days, and ground wiil be broken for 
the erection df the edifice within a fortnight. 

Owing to the modifications in the construc- 
tion material nectssary for the Government 
Building supplementary bids have been called 
for to keep the cost of its construction within 
the limit of the government appropriation. 
Government Architect Bell says that these 
modifications have been worked out entirely 
within the class and character of material 
used, and that they will not in any 
way alter the architectural design of 
the building credted by Treasury Archi- 
tect Edbrooke. Mr. Bell says he fully 
expects that the contracts as revised will be 
let by the 15th inst., and that immediately 
after that date the work of practical construc- 
tion will be commenced. 

The temporary delay in commencing work 
on the great building for Manufactures and 
LPeral Arts has been ended by the comple- 
tion of all details of agreement between the 
Construction Department and the contractors, 
Frank Agnew & Co. The force upon the 
preliminary work is already organized and 
construction will be commenced today. 


The Convent to Be Reproduced. 

The convent of La Ribada will be repro- 
duced on the Exposition Grounds. This was 
determined upon by the Board of Directors 
yesterday afternoon. It will cost $50,000, and 
the directory is willing .to spend this amount 
of money. It is located at Palos Springs, and 
its reproduction, it is claimed, will facilitate 
the presentiny to the public of many valuable 
historical and personal relics and mementos 
of Columbus. These, it is stated, cannot be 
ebtained unless there be provided a 
separate and secure building to be used as a 
repository, and in which. the relics and 
mementos will be safe from theft and fire. 
It is thought that the contrast between the 
buildings of 400 years ago and those of today, 
as shown by the remainder of the Exposition 
buildings, will be, under the circumstances, 
interesting and profitable. 


Success of the Foreign Commission. 

Loypox, Sept. 3.—The World's Fair Com- 
mission has not in its official entirety visited 
Italy, Greece, or Turkey to make arrange- 
ments for exhibits at Chicago, because it was 
advised that in Italy and Greece the season 
is unsuitable for securing ex- 
hibiters, while urkey has never been 
favorable to exhibitions of this char- 
acter and does not really care to 
do anything. In all the other countries to 
Europe, however, the commission has 
been successful. The negotiations with King 
Leopold of Beigium, who is favorable to the 
scheme, will probably lead to an exhibition 
at Chicago of the people and products of the 
Congo Free State, and this will certainly 
prove one of the most interesting things at 
the Fair. 


Answer to Miss Couzins’ Bill. 

President Thomas. W. Palmer and Presi- 
dent Bertha Honoré-Palmer of the World’s 
Fair and the other defendants in the suit 
brought against them by Phoebe Couzins 
yesterday filed an answer to the amended bill 
filed by Miss Couzins, it is denied, as als 
leged in Miss Couzins’ amended bill, that she 
served continuously as secretary or now has 
in her control or possession any of the booke 
and papers or the corporate seal of the Board 
of Lady Managers, or that she is exercising 
any of the functions of the secretary of the 
board. On the contrary, she was expelled in 
April.

An 
agreement is signed by them binding each to 
sell certain kinds of meat at a fixed price and 
not a fraction of a cent less. A full 
schedule is incorporated in the agree- 
ment and the prices are changed two or 
three times a month. They are lewered or 
raised at the pleasure of the combination. 
Aside from this part of the combination or 
trust, which is against the Federal and State 
laws, Chicago and the Western States are dis- 
criminated against in the matter of prices. 
Different Schedules Issued. 

“Different schedules are issued for the 
Eastern and Western States and large cities. 
Chicago and Western butchers are compelied 
to pay from one to two cents a pound more 
for the meat they must buy from the combi- 
nation than the butchers in New York, Phila- 
delphia, and other Eastern cities do after pay- 
ing freight charges. 

The packers in this combination have also 
violated the law in discriminating against the 
smaller butchers by giving rebates of one to 
two cents a pound to the big dealers. The 
combination controls so much of the meat 
business that butchers are compelled to pay 
the unjust prices, and the poor people who 
buy the meat at the stores ara those who suf- 
fer. I have dealt some with the members of 
the combination because I could rot help my- 
self, but they will get no more of my money. 
These seven packers have pretty nearly ruined 
the meat trade. The evidence I have shows 
that. the combination has existed since 
Nov. 17, 1890, and the last agreement 
went into effect Aug. 31. For choice cuts the 
butchers in the West pay 2 cents a pound 
more than the Eastern hotelkeepers do. I 
haven't bought anything from the combina- 
tion since Aug. 1 last, and that is the cause of 
Morris’ hard feeling against me. ä 

Claims the Butchers Are Afraid. 


“When the Congressional Investigating 


committee was here last year trying to obtain 
evidence that a combination existed among 
the big packers and railroads to discriminate 
and keep up prices ample. proof could have 
been furnished by butchers here, but they 
were afraid to testify. But now we will bring 
the law to bear against the combination and 
it can survive a prosecution.”’

The agreement is unsigned, but lines are 
drawn at the bottom for signatures .with the 
word seal at the end ofeach line.

To show the discrimination 
that is made in favor of Eastern customers 
“*porterhouse’”’ is quoted at 19 cents for the

None of the packers could be found at their 
homes last night. A number of them are ab- 
sent from the city, and no one could be lo- 
cated to either affirm or deny the truth of 
Ruhland’s statement. 


IDENTITY OF THE DAYTON SUICIDE. 


Thought to Be Robert P. Wieland, the 
Millionaire California Brewer. 

Dayton, O., Sept. 3.—[Special.]|—The man 
who committed. suicide here yesterday by 
shooting himself through the head with a 38- 
caliber revolver and who was supposed to be 
Robert P. Wieland, the millionaire brewer of 
California, is still unidentifled. William Hahn 
of Fort Wayne, Ind., arrived here tonight, but 
the fact was soon developed that, although he 
is a cousin of R. P. Wieland, he never saw 
him or had in his possession a photograph of 
his wealthy-cousin. Of course he could not 
identify his relative. The remains have 
been embalmed and will. be kept a 
week or two for identification. Alfred 
H. Ackerly, a molder, who worked in San 
Francisco, identified the remains as those of 
Mr. Wieland or a man he had often seen 
about Wieland’s brewery in San Francisco. 
The deceased cuta wide gwath while here, 
spending large sums of ~ ag and had a 
good time. He was a large, fine-looking man. 
He gave his name to his boarding mistress as 
Henry Wieland and said he wasa brewer from 
San Francisco. The boarding-house mistress 
also received a letter from California stating 
that Wieland was a wealthy brewer. The 
relatives of Robert P. Wieland say he went to 
Europe a month ago on a pleasure trip and is 
now supposed to be in Germany, but nothing 
is sure about this. His mother died thtee 
days ago and left him $1,000,000. 


STOLE MONEY FROM THE ALMSHOUSE. 


Serious Charges Against Another City Offi- 
cial of Philadelphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 3.—[Special. ]—It 
seems as if an epidemic had struck Philadel- 
phia officials or else the great sin of being 
found out is being committed. Director of 
Public Safety George Roney is now before the 
public threatened with arrest charged with 
stealing from the almshouse. Roney was Su- 
perintendent of the Almshouse until April 1, 
when he was made Director of Public Safety 
at a salary of $10,000 per year.

GOBBLED BY THE ENGLISH SYNDICATE. 


Another St. Louis Brewery in the Hands of 
the Big Trust, 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Sept. 3.—[Special. |—The 
English syndicate controlling a large number 
of the St. Louis breweries has gone steadily 
to work removing dangerous competition and 
has in the last few days scored another 
triumph and lessened materially the possibili- 
ties of profit-destroying competition. The 
syndicate could not purchase the large 
brewing works of the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing Association and William J. Lemp or 
the brewery of Louis Obert. These brew- 
eries, with the American Brewery, which was 
started up a short time ago, were the only es- 
tablishments that could withstand the syndic- 
ate and its English gold. Of these the Amer- 
ican Brewery wasthe only aggressive com- 
petitor, there being a tacit agreement between 
the syndicate and its remaining rivals. It is 
now learned that the syndicate has succeeded 
in buying a majority of the American stock. 
This had been issued to saloonkeepers at 
$100 per share, and it was supposed 
it could not be bought in 
large quantities. By dint of persistence, how- 
ever, the syndicate succeeded in buying 
enough of this stock to serve its purpose, and 
is now enlarging its plant here. The Ameri- 
can brewery, however, remains under an anti- 
syndicate management and is conducted in 
direct opposition to the syndicate. When the 
syndicate makes an attempt to change the 
management of the brewery, as it is sure todo 
in a short time, there will be a lively row.

Origin to Be Admitted When hed

Success of Secretary Rusk’s forte to 
Aid the Indastry—Valuable Concessions 
in the Matter of Reductions of Duties 
on Cereals, 


Wasuinoton, D. C., Sept. 2.—LSpeclsl. 
Secretary Rusk tonight officially confirmed 
the news that the embargo on American pork 
had been raised by Germany. ‘The consent of 
the German Government to making public the 
fact had to be obtained, as it had requested a 
délay for domestic reasons. But the formal 
notice was received today that all the restric- 
tions on pork, bacon, ham, etc., imposed by 
the decree of 1880 and 1883, had been removed, 
and that the inspected portion of that product 
bearing the certificate of the Department of 
Agriculture would be admitted into the Ger- 
man Empire. Secretary Rusk at no time has 
lost confidence in securing the admission of 
American pork into Germany and France at 
such time as the governments became con- 
vinced that the system of inspection in this 
country would be a thorough one. 

Germany and France for the last ten years 
have prohibited American pork from their 
markets on the ground that it was unwhole- 
some as an article of food. While Secretary 
Rusk has always contended that American 
pork was the best in the world, he recom- 
mended the act under which the inspection 
was inaugurated, believing that these coun- 
tries could find no excuse to longer continue 
the prohibition if it had undergone an inspec- 
tion. 

The German Government having become 
satisfied with the inspection has forwarded of- 
ficial notice through its legation of its action. 
About ten days since at a conference at Cape 
May Point, between President Harrison and 
the German Minister to this country, an 
agreement was signed to that effect. It was 
decided at that time to keep the matter from 
the public press until official action could be 
taken by the German Government. This 
having been done, the official notice was today 
conveyed tothe Department of Agriculture 
from the German Legation. 

The German Government has also made 
some valuable concessions to this country in 
the matter of reduction of duties on American 
cereals, the same schedule being accorded to 
American cereals as to those of Russia and 
other countries. ‘The result.of these negotia- 
tions, in the opinion of Secretary Rusk, will 
in time prove greatly beneficial not only to 
American meat products, but also to Ameri- 
can rye, wheat, and other products of the soil. 
Secretary Rusk hopes to secure the admission 
of American corn into Germany to take the 
place of rye, which is a short crop, as an arti- 
cle of food. To this ead he has 
instructed Col, C. J. Murphy, his agent, now 
in England, to proceed to Berlin and lay the 
matter before the German Government. 
There will be no proclamation by President 
Harrison in regard to the free importation of 
beet. sugar from Germany. Beet sugar is 
already imported to the amount of $17,000,000 
per year. Under recent legislation it would 
be possible for the President to restore the 
old duty one-half if the pork embargo were 
kept up. This suggestion was made months 
ago by Secretary Rusk and probably had 
some influence in securing the removal of the 
embargo.

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EUROPEANS’ HOUSES IN CHINA BURNED. 


Serious Troubles Reported from Ichang— 
Indemnity Demanded, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Suaneuar, Sept. 3.—Grave troubles are re- 
ported from Ichang on the Yang-tse-Kiang. 
The houses of the Europeans have been 
burned to the ground by the natives; likewise 
the church, school, and orphanage of the Sis- 
ters have been destroyed. ‘The French Minis- 
ter is expected in Pekin now, and it is be- 
lieved he will take severe and emphatic meas- 
ures to secure a complete indemnity. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 3.—The steam- 
ship Gaelic arrived today, twenty-two days 
from Hongkong. A Wuchang correspond- 
ent writing to the North China News, under 
date of Aug. 3, says the patience 
of the foreign population is well 
nigh worn out by the tardiness 
shown by the Chinese officials in punishing 
the perpetrators of the Wusuch outrages. 
A second batch of offenders, eight in number, 
have been convicted of murder, assault, and 
pillage and sentenced to penal servitude for 
life, banishment for life, and branding on the 
face or back have been imposed. The provin- 
cial Gazette confirms the report of the ap- 
pointment of the successor to the dep- 
uty prefect. The new deputy is known 
to de friendly to foreigners, and 
the arrest of other malefactors 
was promised. The correspondent says it is 
stated that one prominent literary official of 
Changha was implicated in the issue of incen- 
diary and malicious placards which caused 
the uprising against the foreigners. The 
correspondent, summarizing the efforts 
of the authorities, says that Customs 
Officer Green and a missionary agent were 
killed and Mesdames Boden, Prothero, and 
Warren, with their children, murderously as- 
saulted June 5, the head mandarin refusing to 
send a single man to quell the riot or 
protect the foreigners. From June 5 to 
8 twenty or thirty men were arrested, 
but subsequently all were released ex- 
cept five. Then after some pressure five 
were arrested. July 4 two of the murderers 
were privately executed at Kyangchig. July 
6 the subordinate mandarin was removed 
from office, though not otherwise punished. 
The authorities then professed to regard the 
matter as closed except as to money repara- 
tion. 

Foocuow, Aug. 10, via San Francisco, 
Sept. 3.—The United States steamship Palos 
left Chin Kiang Sunday evening, Aug. 2, 
under urgent orders to proceed to Foochow, 
as an outbreak against foreigners was antici- 
pated. It reached the mouth of the Min 
River Thursday, Aug. 6, taking on board a 
Chinese pilot and proceeding as far as Pagoda 
anchorage, the limit of navigamon for any 
man-of-war drawing over ten feet of water.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS’ SUPERINTENDENCY. 

The public school complication at last has 
been settled satisfactorily by the acceptance 
of Mr. Howland’s resignation, the appoint- 
ment of Assistant Superintendent E. C. 
Delanoas Acting Superintendent, and the elec- 
tion of Clerk Johnson as Secretary of the 
board. The schools now will reopen Tuesday 
next with a new hand at the helm, but without 
any changes in the status quo, as the policy 
under which they have been run by Mr. How- 
land will be continued by his successor, him- 
self an old teacher and identified with the 
schools almost if not quite as long 4s the for- 
mer. The action of the board substantially 
was unanimous after it became apparent that 
no considerations were strong enough, not 
even an increase of salary, with six moaths’ 
leave of absence, to induce Mr. Howland to 
withdraw his resignation. 

It it really is settled that Mr. Lane, the Su. 
perintendent of the county schools, will not 
accept the appointment the board did wisely 
to fill the place temporarily and take time to 
canvass the qualifications of the permanent 
successor, whoever he may be. The filling of 
that position is one of the most important 
duties that can occur in the vity administra- 
tion, and the board, therefore, should take 
plenty of time in making ite selection and 
carefully scrutinize the claims of those who 
aspire to the situation. With all due regard 
to the ability of Mr. Howland and the success 
with which he has administered the responsi- 
ble duties of his post 86 many years, there has 
been much nonsense talked by members of 
the board in paying their tributes to him, and 
much which a man of his modesty will be the 
first to deprecate. Great stress seems to have 
been laid by these members upon the clas- 
sical learning of Mr. Howland as a prime 
requisite for the position, and in a moment of 
parting enthusiasm Mr, Hereley compared 


him with Socrates, Arnold, and Horace Mann, 


and mournfully expressed his doubts whether 
amanof culture broad enough to success- 
fully conduct the school system of Chicago 
can be found. All this is nonsense. Mr. 
Howland is neither an Arnold, a Horace 
Mann, and much less a Socrates, notwith- 
standing his excursions among the Greek 
poets, which have been the delights of his 
leisure hours. He has been largely succussful 
in his profession, but was too much inclined 
to routine ever to be a genws. This does not 
detract from the good service he has done for 


the schools, while, on the other hand, it is far 


from establishing any claim upon the manties 
ot Socrates, Arnold, and Mann. It is equally 


absurd that a high degree of classical eduea- 


tion is a sine qua non for the position of Su- 
perintendent of the public schools of Chicago. 


A knowledge of the classics should be no bar 


against a candidate, provided he has the other 
requisites. A familiarity with modern educa- 
tion, its new methods of organization and 
administration, a sympathy with the advanced 
methods of grading, instruction, and dis- 
cipline, executive ability, and knowledge of the 
business which is likely to come before him 
are more to the point than knowledge of the 
classics, Upon which s»me members of the 
board are inclined to lay such stress. If the 
board can find a candidate who combines 
first-class. business habits with a practical 
knowledge of the science of education 
it will be fortunate. It should seek in any 
event to do this. More than this, the public 
will expect the board to act without any re- 
gard to personal prejudices or partisan con- 
siderations. It will not tolerate the appoint- 
ment of any man with a pull.“ The suc- 
cessor of Mr. Howland must be able to show 
the qualifications necessary to keep the 
schools of Chicago at their present high 
standard, and if possible to advance them 
beyond it. It will have no patience with any 
scheme which has a partisan or personal basis, 


or which is tne outgrowth of favoritism. The 
| education of the youth of Chicago is too im- 


portant a matter to be log-rolled or wire- 
pulled on the methods of politics. It will be 
well for the board, therefore, to be in no 
haste. It must get the best man for the 
place, and, having made the salary a generous 
one, it should have no difficulty in finding 
him. In this connection no one, we believe, 
doubts that Mr. Lane possesses the necessary 
business and educational qualifications to fill 
the place with dignity and success. Such 
being the case why should not the honor be 
tendered to him unanimously? If there are 
any valid reasons why he should not be ap- 
pointed what are they? 


MORE SILVER. 

If the people who are clamoring for the free 
coinage of silver have their way they are like- 
ly to get enough to satiate the most liberal 
appetite for white money.” A big and rich 
field of silver has recently been discovered on 
the west coast of Van Dieman’s Land, and the 
latest accounts indicate that preparations are 
being made to work the territory for all it is 
worth. It is called the Mount Zeehan silver 
field, and within the last few months it has 
been invaded by a regular California rush, al- 
ready followed by an important development. 
Nearly every patch of ground in an area of 
150 by 50 miles in extent is pegged out for 
working by about 5,000 men, which is twelve 
times as many as were there two 
years ago, and the place is by this 
time connected by a railroad with the 


Coast. The most marvelous stones sre told of 


the yield. At one spot, nearly in the heart of 
the township. the streets are literally paved 
with silver ore. A good lode was discovered 
while driving in the corner posts for a frame 
house opposite one of the seven hotels. An- 
other big lode came as a surprise, being 
discovered while driving an adit for a smaller 
one.

Itcan hardly be other- 
wise than a weakener of the market if large 
quantities of this silver are offered in com- 
petition with the considerably increased out- 
put promised from the mines of Mexico and 
Colorado. It would seem hardly possible to 
maintain the price at near one dollar per ounce 
when the material is turned out in much 
larger quantity at a cost of less than 75 cents 
and perhaps as low as 60. The prospect may 
even suggest the question whether it be 
reasonable to expect that any international 
agreement could de depended upon to pre- 
serve for more than a very few years any 
agreed-upon ratio between gold and silver, 
But it is decisive in the negative as areply to 
the proposition that the United States 
alone is equal to the task of putting 
back the ratio to the former figure 
of 16 te 1 and keeping it there in 
the absence of codperation with other govern- 
ments. That could no more be carried out 
than a resolve that henceforth three pecks of 
wheat shall be one bushel, and that the foreign- 
ers who buy our surplus shall pay us the same 
price for three pecks as they have to pay others 
for a four-peck bushel ofthe grain. It would be 
impossible in the absence of any material in- 
crease in the rate of silver supply. It would 
be idiotic to suppose the thing possible in the 
event of such an augment as is now promised 
from the development of fresh mining fields 
in Tasmania anda more extensive working 
of those already discovered on this continent. 


UNION PACIFIC. 

The statement that the Vanderbilts had as- 
sumed control of the Union Pacific railroad, 
vacated by Jay Gould, was a little premature, 
but probably was anticipatory to the fact. 
Well-informed men in railroad matters are 
quoted as saying they will not be surprised if 


within the three years during which the Pier- 


pont Morgan syndicate is to pay off the float- 
ing indebtedness the control of the corpora- 
tion passes into the hands of the Vanderbilts. 
They also intimate a conviction that the latter 
have long foreseen the extremity to which the 
line has been pushed under Gould’s manage- 
ment and omitted to tdke advantage of it last 
fall because they waited for a better opportu 
nity such as has now been afforded them. 

The arrangement which has resulted in 
placing Mr. Morgan at the head of the syndic- 
ate to provide for and delay the payment of 
the floating indebtedness is an informal re- 
ceivership, and has all the effect of that with- 
out the embarrassments that might attend a 
receivership appointed by the courts. It is 
expected he will faithfully administer the 
trust. He is described as gruff and stern, ar- 
bitrary, and even imperious in his relations 
with financiers, but “true as steel to all trusts 
which are reposed in him.“ Hence it is be 
lieved he will betray none of the interests of 
the Union Pacific railroad in order to help his 
friends, the Vanderbilts. His management of 
the trust may reveal shrewdness, but 
thet may be without trickery, though 
there can be no doubt he has op- 
portunities for the latter. In the language of 
a correspondent of the Philadelphia Press he 
has the corporation at his mercy, not so much 
because he holds its $25,000,000, of securities 
as a trustee as because it is the name of Pier- 
pont Morgan that the creditors rely on. His 
associat,on with the syndicate is worth more 
to allay the alarmof creditors than is the fact 
that he holds the securities of the corpora- 
tion. With a power such as this if he really 
has it in mind to serve the Vanderbilts he is in 
a position to do so, and therefore the feeling 
is that he will serve them without any breach 
of confidence or trust sofarasthe pfesent 
owners are concerned.“ 

It is not thought that the Vanderbilts desire 
to control a great through line from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific,-or wish to interfere with 
the business of either of the Pacific systems 
north or south of the one stretching west 
from Omaha. But they must ere this have 
been convinced that the great interests inher- 
ited from their father cannot be kept from 
lapsing into a second-rate condition with- 
out inviting or even commanding a good 
share of business in the Northwest and West. 
They can see that their lines, which at one 
time penetrated well towards the western 
limit of activity in the interior of this con- 
tinent, are now only links, and they are said to 
have decided some months ago that it 
would be necessary either to build a new 
road or control existing lines stretchimg fur- 
ther west. The desired result will be achieved 
if they gain command of the Union Pacific, 
and thus their own necessities as well as those 
of Jay Gould will be met on much cheaper 
terms to themselves than could have been ob- 
tained had they tried to take hold last fall, 
when the property was burdened with more 
indebtedness than now. So it seems highly 
probable that such command is a part of their 
program, and that it is tacitly agreed to by 
the Wall Street Wizard. The quidnuncs 
may now try to answer the question of what 
object he had in gaining control of the Union 


Pacific. Few will be disposed to credit him 


with the intention to make it a permanent in- 
vestment, but rather that his design was to 
use it as a club with which to force certain 
other arrangements chat could not otherwise 
have been effected. 


THE SILVER LAW OF JULY, 1890. 

Although the law raising the quantity of 
silver which must be purchased monthly by 
the Treasury Department from $2,000,000 worth 
to 4,500,000 ounces was passed July 14 of 
last year, and although the Treasury notes, for 
the issue of which provision was made therein, 
have gone into circulation to such an extent 
that nearly every one must have noticed them, 
and observed the difference between their 
wording and that of the notes made redeem- 
able in silver dollars, there is yet considerable 
ignorance as to the practical workings of the 
law, and the extent to which it increases the 
circulating medium. 

The present geld value of 4,500,000 ounces 
of silver at 98.36 cents an ounce is $4,262,000. 
But if that quantity of silver was coined into 
legal-tender dollars it would make 5,800,000 
of them. Some people are under the im- 
pression that that is what is done practically, 
and that $5,800,000 is added monthly to the 
volume of the currency. Others, however, do. 
not fall into that mistake and see more clearly 
that the addition is limited by the gold value 
of the silver bullion purchased, which value 
has averaged a dollar an ounce for the last 
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only reasonable to expect that if the lodes |. 
hold out in their now apparent richness the 


lars coined theretrom, then held in the Treas- 
ury purchased by such notes. Thus it will 
be seen that the addition to the volume of the 
currency yearly by reason of the silver pur- 
chases is about $54,000,000, being the gold 
value of the American silver product, and not 
$69,600,000, which would be the amount if 
that product were converted into standara 
silver dollars. 

The defect referred to above is the provis- 
ion for the redemption of these notes in 
“coin.” If the holder of one of them for $5 
were to present it at the Treasury and ask for 
coin itis not likely that he would be given 
gold. Five silver dollars would be handed 
over to him containing silver valued in gold at 
$3.79, while the Treasury note he surrendered 
was issued in exchange for $5 worth of silver 
bullion. The government would pocket $1.21 
by the transaction. A man sells an ounce of 
silver and gets a note representing its gold 
value. The last holder of that note presents 
it for redemption and geté back only three- 
quarters of an ounce of silver. This is neither 
right, politic, nor honest. 

When the government redeems in sliver it 
should give the noteholder—at least approxi- 
mately—as much silver bullion as it received 
in the first place, Vr as much as a gold dollar 
will buy at the time of the demand for re- 
demption. This would be exactly right and 
just. Since the beginning of the year the 
government has been buymg on the average 
480 grains of silver for a gold dollar. During 
that period it has bought 36,000,000 ounces 
and given for it Treasury notes for $36,000,000. 
Were those notes to be presented for redemp- 
tion tomorrow the Treasury would avail itself 
of its option, and, instead of paying out $36,- 
000,000 in gold, would pass over thirty-six 
million silver dollars and yet have left on 
hand enough bullion out of \which to coin ten 
and a half million dollars more, 

But if the law were such that instead of do- 
ing that it would have to pass over silver 
worth $36,000,000 in gold the country could 
safely have “ free silver” circulation, because 
a dollar certificate redeemable in silver would 
always be worth as much as a gold dollar. 
This would be honest money, and the more of 
it afloat the better. 


GOV. BOIES WANTS TO “STOP PRAISING 
THE LORD.” 

Some Republican as weil as Democratic 
papers in Iowa have published the following 
account of an incident that occurred in the 
course of Gov. Boies’ speech at Spirit Lake: 


The Governor was speaking upon the prohibi- 
tion question and was contrasting the positions 
of the two parties. After having reviewed the 
failure of the law to promote the ends of tem- 
perance he said that the Republican platform 
declared for better enforcement of the law, and 
was about to ask how they proposed to enforce 
it when he was interrupted by the pious-looking 
man in front with a sort of camp-meeting shout 
Praise the Lord.“ 

The Governor paused a moment in his speech 
and in his smoothest manner said: 

“It is good to praise the Lord, but, my friend, 
you ought to stop and consider if your works are 
accomplishing good. Be assured you are praising 
the Lord. If evil, may it not be that you are 
worshiping something else besides the Lord?“ 

The above, which emanated from a Demo- 
cratic correspondent and was first printed in 
certain Democratic papers, is Incomplete and 
to some extent .migleading. Eliminating the 
trite moral reflections inserted by the corre- 
spondent and confining the report to just 
what the Governor did say in his ‘** smoothest 
manner Tuz Tripunz gives below, from 
notes taken on the spot, the only authentic 
and strictly correct version which has ap- 
peared in print: 

Gov. Boies (after stating the Democratic posi- 
tion)—On the other hand the Republican piat- 
form declares for the maintenance of the prohib- 
itory law and jts better enforcement. 

A Voice—Praise the Lord! 

Gov. Boies—It is good to praise the Lord when 
you are right, my friend, but when you are wrong 
you ought to stop praising him for that. 


Having denounced the Republicans for not 
executing the prohibitory statute, Gov. Boies, 
startled by the unexpected interruption into 
blunt frankness of speech, objected also to 
any one “ praising the Lord in the interest 
of the better enforcement of the law. How- 
ever smooth the Governor’s manner may 
have been, this was the harsh truth of his 
declaration. Even the soft-spoken and Jesuit- 
like saloon advocate who is now hunting f 
votes in Iowa under false pretenses was 
startled by the exclamation of his listener 
into dropping his mask for a moment. De- 
claring that the Republican party was pledged 
to better enforcement of prohibition, he was 
led by the interruption to exclaim, as though 
such execution of the law would be a hard- 
ship: Stop praising the Lord for that!“ 

With notable political craft Boies has pre- 
tended to oppose the prohibitory law because 
it remained inoperative in certain sections of 
the State, but his anstudied reply at Spirit 
Lake shows he does not want the defect 
remedied in any quarter or place, but on the 
contrary is against any more extended or 
“better enforcement” of the statute, and 
wants no “ praising the Lord“ on that score. 

As a true expression of his opinions and de- 
sires Gov. Boies’ off-hand reply is worth 
scores of his carefully-studied speeches con- 
trived with all the craft of a trained attorney 
to mask free whiskyism with an appearance 
of local option restraint and regulation. If a 
citizen of Iowa (to say nothing of an official 
sworn to the execution of the laws) opposes 
the better enforcement” of prohibition in 
communities and under circumstances where 
that result can be attained he proves himself 
an enemy of local option, a betrayer of the 
principle of high license, and must take his 
place as the spokesman and attorney of free 


whisky. As against any curbing of the traffic 
or abridgment of its profits and political 


power he cries: “Stop praising the Lord for 
that! In an unguarded but honest moment 
Boies has shown, however “‘ smooth”’ his man- 
ner and however deceptive his studied 
speeches, that he is the candidate of the liquor 
interest and as such ‘opposed to the principle 
of high license and local option as well as to 
prohibition. The better enforcement of pro- 
hibitory or of high-license laws would mean 
not only less drunkenness, crime, and misery 
but a curtailment cf the profits and political 
power of Democratjc workers and organizers 
in their groggery headquarters. Against any 
such interference with his partisans and sup- 
porters Candidate Boies appropriately raises 
his Voice.

LAST ARMED FORCES SURRENDER, 


The Almirante Condell and the Transport 
Imperiale Sail into Callao. 
(SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Catzao, Peru, Sept. 8.—The torpedero Al 
mirante Condell and the armed transport Im- 
periale, the last armed forces loyal to the late 
President Balmaceda of Chile, were for- 
mally surrendered to the Chilean Minister 
here today, and word was immediately sent 
to the Junta de Gobierno, at Santiago, that 
the two vessels were at their disposal. The 
Condell, under the command of Capt. Mor- 
agoz, sailed from Valparaiso as convoy 
to the Imperiale Aug. 22, two days 
after the landing of the Congressional 
army at Quintero Bay. The mission of the 
two ships was to transport troops from Co- 

uimbo to .Taleahuano. On their arrival at 
— they received news that the Balm a- 
eeda troops had met with defeat at the hands 
of the Congressionalists at Concon, and 
Capt. aogier decided to suspend the trans- 
portation of troops and proceed to Callao, a 
neutral port, where orders would be received 

m the government as to what 
course to pursue, The Condell and 
Imperiale steamed into port this — and 
for the first time heard of the defeat of the

A final conference 
was held on board Admiral Brown’s flagship, 
the San Francisco, last night, and the 
question as to who shoul and who 
should not receive guarantees was discussed. 
The German and American Admirals worked 
through their respective Ministers at Santia- 
go, and were informed by them that the Junta 
would under no circumstances give any guar- 
antees as to the recent President-elect Claudio 
Vicuna, Senor Barrados, Oscar Viel, Godoy, 
Peraz, Montt, Capt. Fuentes, Sefior Salva, or 
Col. Paulos. The cases of the others were 
kept under advisement until this morning, 
when the Admirals were informed that no 
guarantees would be given at all. When this 
word was received it was decided to send tw. 
men- of-war with the refugees to the North. 

The American and German warships are 
closely watched day and night by the authori- 
ties, and this may have given rise to the talk 
in foreign circles that an effort might be made 
to prevent the sailing of the Baltimore and 
the German ships and to take the refugees 
away from them 22 There is really no 
reason to believe that any such step is in con- 
templation.

sengers to and from the Fair. 
F. Cragin of Chicago said that all pre- 
vious American expositions, with the excep- 
tion of the last one, held in New Orleans, had 
been closed on the Sabbath, and that the 
latter one, of all the expositions, was a finan- 
cial failure. Two thousand of the English and 
American exhibiters at the Paris Exposition 
had declined to exhibit on the Sabbath and 
the French directors had ordered that 
they should exhibit as on other days. Less 
than 60 of these 2,000 had obeyed the order of 
the exposition directors, and President Harri- 
son, — Secretary Blaine. had informed 
the American Commissioners that they would 
be — gage and expected to recognize the 
Sabbath in accordance with the laws and cus- 
toms of the American people.

Dr. Francis L. Patton of Princeton College 
believed the coming Exposition would be a 
magnificent one and that its moral effect on 
civilization would be far reaching. Those 
who had charge of the t Exposition would 
respect the wishes of a great mass of the 
people of this country. To open the gates of 
the World’s Fair on the Sabbath was to re- 
verse history and shock the moral reputation 
of the Nation in a way that the Nation would 
never be able to counteract, God had issued 
his command as to the observance of the Sab- 
bath and that command was imperative. 

Dr. P. S. Henson of Chicago did not believe 
in the old Roman manner of creating a day of 
amusement for he people. In those days it 
was the custom to put gladiators in the arena 
to fight battles for the edification of the spec- 
tators. Inthis coming Exposition there would 
be 40,000 to 50,000 employés on the grounds, 
who, after six days of toil, would most likely 
desire the Sunday as a day of rest. Did the 
Fair managers propose, like the Romans, to 
make iators of them? Did they pro- 
pose to have them labor Sunday for the edifi- 
cation of the visitor? The proposition was not 
in keeping with the fairness and liberality of 
the American. It was contrary to Christian 
civilization, behind which was Jesus Christ. 

Mrs, T. B. Carse, as the representative of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union, pre- 
sented a petition with the names of 200, 000 
women attached, asking that the Fair be 
closed the Sabbath day. She said she repre- 
sented 200,000 women of the country in asking 
this of the World’s Fair Commissioners, and 
she desired that the petition be made a part of 
the records of this session of the commission.

Valuable Property in New Orleans to Be

Property in this city assessed at $140,000, and 
worth nearly $250,000, is to be appropriated 
by the New Orleans Levee’ Board. The old 
Carroliton levee built in 1884 is succumbing 
to the washing of the river and cannot be re- 
built at the same place.

3,750 feet long and 350 wide. This is now a 
business center for the upper portion of the 
city, and contains besides a 
dwellings.

ELEVATION OF THE RAILWAY TRACKS. 


How the City Council Has Juggied with 
the Subject, 

CA, Sept. 3.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
The writer of this, who has kept watch of the 
question of raising the railroad tracks in this 
city. has been greatly amused atthe manner in 
which the railroads have played with the City 
Council and the public upon the subject. For 
years the Lake Shore and Rock Island railroads 
have amused the people with talk about ele- 
vating their tracks. It has been and will be all 
“talk” so faras the railroads are concerned. 
It is their volicy to talk, postpone, and pretend. 
The Vice-President of the Lake Shore is reported 
as saying that the above-mentioned railroads will 
not agree to elevate their tracks over seven feet, 
while it is believed the President will consent 
to raise them ten feet; and the general public is 
given to understand that these roads have actual- 
ly offered to raise their tracks seven feet if the 
city will permit them. 

Why does not some newspaper send to the City 
Hall and ascertain just what proposition they 
ha vo made to the city? It will be discovered that 


the Lake Shore Has only made a proposition of | 


this nature: That if the eity will give it authority 
it will elevate its tracks from Thirtieth to Thirty- 

th street seven feet above the ground, com- 
mencing the ascent. or incline, at Iwenty- fifth 
street on the north and at Thirty-ninth street 
on the south, provided the city. will lower the 
street crossings seven feet and build ail necessary 
approaches and pay ali land damages. (The rail- 
roads want the earth.) A most ridiculous propo- 
sition, which the railroads knew the city could 
not accopt. It, however, would serve tue rail- 
roads’ purpose ‘of talk and pretense. 

Why should more time be consumed in nego- 
tiating with the railroads? Are they the peo- 
ple’s masters? Do they owa the streets or the 
city? It is true they killed 400 persons last year 
at these death crossings, but neither they nor the 
public seem to consider that a matter of any con- 
sequence. There is nothing so cheap in Chicago 
as human life. All Engiand would be aroused if 
there had been one-haif or one-quarter of that 
number of persons so killed in the great City of 
London. The city charter gives the city the 
power to provide for and change the location and 
ae of railroads. Wuat more power is neces- 
sary 

Have not the railroads in the city destroyed the 
street crossings? Are they not bound legally and 
morally to restore these crossings to the people, 
or at least to provide some satiicient mode of get- 
ting over or under these crossings. of which in 
some cases they have taken almost exclusive pos- 
session? The Lake Shore makes u ewitcno-yard of 
vue of the most important streete—State street, 
from Sixty-tbhird to Sixty-fourth street. Count 
the tracks there, thirty-nine in number! It is 
worth a citizen’s life almost to attempt to make 
that crossing. Let the city order all switch- 
tracks across public streets removed; or, better 
still, order ail switch-yards removed beyond the 
city Umlits. Why should the city pay any dam- 
ages or be at expense in this elevating of railroad 
tracks? Neither the city nor the general public 
destroyed these crossings. If the city should 
sink the cross streets four feet where the sewers 
would permit it is all the raiiroads could reason- 
able ask, and there would be ages to adja- 
cent property-owners.., 

lf our city authorities are in earnest in this 
matter and will honestly do their duty, ali that 
is necessary is a little more nerve. Why should 
we longer permit our citizens to be murdered by 
the hundreds every year? Why should many por- 
tions of our city be separated, as it were, by these 
Chinese walls and its intercommunication be 
so seriousiy interfered with that these railroads 
may be enabled to save a little money? 

Let the City Council do its duty. Pass ordi- 
nances requiring the railroads to elevate their 
tracks ten feet and make suitable bridges over 
every street and alley crossing, and providing a 
heavy penalty for every day they neglect to com- 
ply with the ordinance. If a railroad refuses to 
comply with the ordinance within the fixed, rea- 
sonabie time, repeal ordinances granting it an 
entrance into the city; aiso special spur 
or switch ordinances; or if this cannot legally be 
done direct the Corpora uon Counsel to apply to 
the court for a mandatory injunction to compe: 
the railroad to restore or provide suitable cross- 
ings—to restore to the public its oWn. If neces- 
sary institute quo warranto proceedings to for- 
feit its franchises, as every railroad corporation 
takes its charter subject to the implied obligation 
to yield obedience to the police power of the State. 

It necessary make the railroad stop its trains at 
every street crossing, and so far obstruct its op- 
erations as may be necessary to fully protect citi- 
zeus in their right to use their own street cross

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A Syndicate Purchases 1,200 heres of Land 
at This Point for $240,000—The Prop- 
erty Bought Adjoins the Harbor— What 
Will Result from the Deal—Report of 
the Benefits and Damages Committee in 
the Widening of Congress Street. 

A purchase of 1,200 acres of land for $240,000 
adjoinimg the harbor at Kewaunee, Wis., has 
just been made by a syndicate, at the head of 
which are A. M. Holton of this city and Ham- 
ilton Brown, the Denver silver-mine operator. 
The land consists of two 200-acre tracts owned 
by Mrs. Graff and Mrs. Kieinmann, 600 acres 
owned by Mr. Hathaway, and smaller tracts 
owned by Messrs. Borgan, Wagoner, and Deck- 
er, amounting altogether to 1,200 acres. It is 
proposed to thake extensive "expenditures on 
this property in pursuance of the plan to make 
Kewaunee an important commercial point. 

The development of this point hinges on the 
recent movements of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western railroad, which has a 
bearing on the railroad traffic from the sea- 
board to the Northwest, The link connecting 
the Lackawanna system with the Northwest 
has been secured. The route is formed by 
traffic arrangements for trackage over the 
Grand Trunk railroad from Buffalo to Port 
Huron, thence over the Flint and Peré Mar- 
quette railroad to Ludington on Leke Michi- 
gan, and from Ludington to Kewaunee by 
boat. At this point a new line of thirty-five 
miles of road is under construction to make a 
connection at Green Bay with the Green Bay 
and Winona railroad, the Lackawanna being 
interested in the ownership of the latter road. 
By this joining of several roads completed 
and being built, together with a line of boats 
operating between Kewaunee and Ludington, 
the connection of the Lackawanna system 
with the Northwest is complete. 

The company has contracted for four fast 
steel steamers to ply between Kewaunee and 
Ludington, a distance of fifty-seven miles. 
These boats are to be of great capacity and 
speed, and designed to carry cars from port 
to port, avoiding in part the breaking of bulk 
and handling freight. 

At Kewaunee is one of the finest natural 
harbors on Lake Michigan. The Kewaunee 
River enters the lake at this point, and is navi- 
gable now for large vessels a distance of seven 
miles from the lake. The United States Gov- 
ernment is now expending a large sum of 
money improving the harbor and building a 
life-saving station at this point. The Lacka- 
wanna company is. building large iron and 
coal docks. Elevators and warehouses are 
also to be erected this season. The Chicago 
syndicate, which has just purchased the 1,200 
acres of land there, is preparing to improve 
the property extensively, and do much work 
toward making the point a place of large com- 
mercial importance. 


WIDENING OF CONGRESS STREET. 


The Benefits and Damages Committee Com- 
pletes Its Report. 

The committee appointed to appraise the 
benefits and damages resulting from the 
widening of Congress street has prepared a re- 
port which will go to the special assessment 
department of the city todey. The commit- 
tee is composed of Redmond Prindiville, 
Charles L. Waller, and John A. Roche. The 
entire cost of the improvement will be 
$597.000, Of this amount a little less than 
$100,000 will be assessed back on the property 
on thesouth side of Congress street. The re- 
mainder will be distributed over the territory 
extending from the lake on the east to the 
middle of State street and from Madison 
treet south to Sixteenth street. 

“We have had considerable difficulty in 
making this assessment in such a manner that 
it will fair to all parties interested, said 
Mr. Prindirille. In fact, our report has 
been. made and remade, but at last we feel sat- 
isfied with the work. There will | be upwards 
of 500 interested property-owners whose hold- 
ings will be assessed. The Auditorium assess- 
ment will be $75,000. L. Z. Leiter’s property 
is assessed $35, 000. The city’s share of the as- 
sessment for park frontage will be among the 
most important.“
